Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my 
ANNUAL  REPORT  for  1939,,  on  the  Public  Health  of  Penarth,  The  report 
is  drawn  up  on  the  lines  indicated  in  the  memorandum  issued  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

During  the  year  the  Council  took  over  from  the  Red 
Cross  Association  the  running  of  their  ambulance  service,  and  residents 
of  Penarth  are  now  removed  to  hospital  and  nursing  homes  free  of 
charge. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

'Tide  Ministry’s  figures  show  that  the  population  remains 
the  same,  but  according  to  the  figure  obtained  from  the  National 
Registration  the  population  has  increased  to  17,100w  The  death 
rate  has  increased  from  11,8  to  13.3,  but  the  infantile  mortality 
rate  has  fallen  from  54  to  41  deaths  per  1000  births  registered. 

There  were  2 deaths  from  diphtheria,  and  one  from  whooping  Cough, 
but  there  were  no  deaths  from  infantile  diarrhoea  or  puerperal  fever, 
DIPHTHERIA. 

Diphtheria  was  very  prevalent  during  the  first  quarter 
of  the  year,  and  then  greatly  subsided, 

MILK. 

Constant  attention  was  given  to  the  milk  supply,  and 

many  unsatisfactory  samples  were  obtained,  the  attention  of  the 
producers  and  retailers  were  drawn  to  this,  and  the  matter  was  care- 
fully followed  up. 

The  amount  of  money  expended  on  the  distribution  of 
free  milk  to  expectant  mothers,  and  children  under  5 years  of  age 
was  £378-13-3, 

During  the  year  no  houses  for  the  working  class  were 
erected,  but  there  is  still  a great  need  for  them.

The  elevation  above  sea  level  is  200  feet  in  the  northern 
portion  of  the  area,  with  a gentle  slope  to  40  feet  at  its  aouthern 
boundary. 

The  eastern  and  a portion  of  the  northern  boundaries 
are  washed  by  the  waters  of  the  Bristol  Channel,  which  pursues  its 
course  towards  the  southern  boundary,  therefore  any  winds  between 
a north-easterly  and  a south-easterly  point  come  across  the  channel.

FEVER.-  Situate  at  Llandough  and  consisting  of 
An  Administrative  Block, 

An  Observation  Block,  8 beds. 

Two  Wards  with  accommodation  for  16  patients 
Large  Army  Hut  fitted  up  with  Bath  and  Sanitary 
conveniences . 

8 Scarlet  Fever,  and  74  Diphtheria  cases  were  treated  during 
the  year.  It  is  quite  sufficient  for  all  the  requirements  of  the 
district. 

SMALL  POX.  Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Carduff  City 
Authorities  for  the  removal  and' treatment  of  any  cases  of  Small-pox 
which  may  occur  in  the  district* 

B.  There  are  no  Hospitals  in  the  District  for  the  treatment  of 
Tuberculosis,  Maternity,  Children  etc.,  but  advantage  is  taken  of 
the  proximity  of  the  City  of  Cardiff,  which  Is  well  provided  with 
large  up  to  date  Hospitals. 


A large  modern  General  Hospital  situate  at  Llandough  is  within 
this  district.  It  is  provided  by  the  Cardiff  City  Council  for  the 
treatment  of  acute  surgical  and  medical  cases,  and  contains  340  beds. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Jfl/ATER  SUPPLY:-*  _The  district  is  within  the  area  of  supply 
of  the  City  ' olHCardiff*  it  Is  an  upland  surface  water  from  the 
Brecknock  Beacons, and  the  service  is  constant. 

By  arrangement  with  the  County  Council  samples  are  taken 
to  the  County  Laboratory  for  Chemical  ana  Bacteriological  examination. 

Two  routine  samples  were  taken  for  chemical  and  bacteriological 
examination.

The  inspection  under  the  above  regulations  of  the  meat  of 
animals  killed”  in  the  district  is  complete.  This  however  comprises 
only  a very  small  proportion  of  the  total  quantity  consumed, and 
and  much  is  brought  in  from  surrounding  districts.  On  several 
occasions  such  meat  has  been  found  to  be  exposed  for  sale  in  an 
unfit  state  necessitating  seizure. 

There  are  two  private  slaughter-houses  in  the  Town  both 
of  which  are  licensed.  The  following  list  indicates  the  number 
of  animals  killed  and  the  diseases  found.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  GENERALLY. 


During  the  year  there  were  16  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever^ 
■ 8 of  which  were  removed  to  hospital.  91  cases  of  Diphtheria  were 

notified  and  74  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospitals  of  the 
remaining  17  cases^  16  were  notified  from  Llandough  Hospital^  and 
1 case  was  treated  at  home  as  a ''carrier” . 

VACCINATION. 


The  number  of  children  vaccinated  by  your  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  as  Public  Vaccinator  was  37  9 and  4 revaccination. 

There  were  exemptions  obtained  by  parents  under  the  conscientious 
objection  clauses. 

DISINFECTION. 


There  were  82  patients  removed  to  hospital;  32  rooms 
were  disinfected  after  infectious  disease.,  and  20  bags  of  bedding 
and  clothing  were  treated  In  the  Steam  Disinfector.
